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AMOKG THE OHUEOHES. 

By Ihe solicitation of brother A. 1). 
Gnàgey, I left home Feb. 12, for a can- 
vass of the churches for the pnrpose of 
increasing the circnlation of the Evange- 
li st and to rai se mon L'y for the Ilook and 
Tract Work. Our fïrst point was Pïtts- 
burg. We werewelcomed very warmly by 
brother ami sister líote who caretl for us 
while we remained in the city. The rtext 
day being Sunday, we were invited to 
preach for the first Hrethren church by 
.Brother Bole, which we did both niorning 
and evening. This beitig our first effort 
in so large a city as l'illsburg, we felt a 
little tímid, hut our good brelhren soon 
drove away the chill, when the orches- 
tra broke forth in hallowed tones to ihe 
praise of our heavenly Father. The or- 
chestra is composed of òrgan, two clarío- 
nets, violin and horn, with a very strong 
accompaniment of voiccs. We were. 
inade to wonder why the church in Pitls- 
burg, was so far ahead of so many places 
in the brotherhood, Lmt after preach i ng 
for the 111 twice, an'l attetiding their 
Sunday-school again in the afternoon and 
going out to a suburb six miles to listen to 
Hrother lïole preach, we learned that 
their leader was a worker, and that every 
member of the l'ittsburg church was ex- 
pecled ami reipiired lo be a worker, which 
we fotind to our greaf pleasure. When 
we spoke to Hrother lïole about the can- 
vass for the Evangelis'T, he told us that 
every fainily Í11 the church was taking Llie 
paper, so that cut that part of our woi k 
short, bat I staycd and preached for them 
11 11 li 1 Wednesday evening, and they gave 
me a nice donat ion for the Tract work. 
1 left ihem Feb. 2i,forMt. Pleasant, where 
I arrived the same day and went to the 
home of brother M. C. Mcyers. Here 
we fottnd ourselves in the heart of the 
great coke industry. There are saíd lo 
be several thousand ovens around Mt. 
Pleasant. ISrolher W. Mnrrey is pastor íh 
charge wilh brother M. ('. Mcyers ;n as- 
sistant. Brother Murrey was just recover- 
ing from au attack of the "grip" and our 
people are just ending a long lay off by 
ihe slrike and I found uioney scarcc. I 
preached three sermons for them, recel v- 
ed a small donation and four subscrip- 
tions. 

I left on February 26 for Meyersdale, 
where I arrived at 7 1: U. We put up at 
the home of Dr. Beachley. I had con- 
tracted a very bad coht and the doctor 
afforded us gruat relicf by administering a 
few lloses of hís very excel•lent antipain 
remedy and cough syrup. There I found 
no pastor as this was the home of Brother 
Gnagey. They have sinee sectired the 
services of Brother Mackey, who took 
charge April 1. Our canvass was made 


very pleasant at this place by the assist- 
auce of the local agent, J. M. Olinger, 
and atSummit Mills by brother J. A. Mil- 
ler. Allhough there were qui te a humber 
taking the paper, I sceurcd twenty-six 
subscriplions and a small donation. I 
preached only once at l•liis place on ac- 
count of 111 y cold. 

I closed the work at this place after en- 
joyiog the very kind hospitalily and ex- 
cel•lent músic of the good brelhren, 
March ú, I left for Berlín. Arrived there 
the sa me day and found Brother and Sis- 
Knepper had gone lo praycr-mecting, but 
we were royally enlerlained by their 
daughter, There l found Ihe snowbanks 
ten feet high and had to abandon the work 
as Brother Knepper had not been able lo 
fiij bis appointmenls for twoweeks. So I 
departed for the cily of Johnstown the 
ne.xt day. At the home of brother Daniel 
Crofford we were soon made very welcome 
by all ihe family. 1 weiit out to take a 
view of the city, of which we had heard 
and read so much. I was noi sitrprised to 
detect any marks of the great flood that 
had swepl away a great part of the city, 
except the marks of tnud on the buildings 
to a height of fifteen feet. There we 
found a very warm hearted and sociable 
class of lí ve hrethren, under the very efïï- 
cient leadcrship of Brother Haskinsas pas- 
tor, Brother Treni, superin temien t, Sister 
Cobatigh as president of tlie S. S. C. E, 
It was our pleasure to attend sessions uf 
these departments of church work. We 
preached for them four li mes, inclttding 
once at Moxam where they have a lively 
bratich of the Johnstown church, and 
can testi fy to the good allemlance, and 
excel•lent hiusíc, and the royal entertain- 
ment we received, and the substantial as- 
sistatue of Brother Haskins in securing 
subscribers. When 1 was just getting in 
good shape to work, I received won! from 
home that they were nearly all sick and 
wanled us lo come ho ne, so on March 
14, I very hurriedly slarted for home, 
where we arrived on the tóth, and found 
all better, for which we felt very thankful. 

This being our first trip, the kind treat- 
ment and warm welcome of the brelhren 
every where made our work very pleasant 
and agreeable, although money matters 
were very cluse. To one and all, we len- 
der our heartfelt thanks, and especially 
thosc with whom we made our home. 
May the richest blessings of the heavenly 
Father be bestowed upon yon all. On 
accotint of sickness in our family, and 
the work on the farm, I have not been 
able to conlinue the work, but expert tu 
so arrange 111 y afíairs that I can begin 
after harvest, and push the work to com- 
plction, Isaac Ross.
